This industry has attained 


constdorablo Importance in Europe. 
It 


is aaid that these ligneous fiber ropes 
are used more or leaj extensively In tho 
foundries of Germany. The fine threads 
which make up these ropes are made 
by forcing the chemically treated wool 
pulp or cellulose thfough very fine tubes 
into running water, in which they har- 
den. 
After they.are dry they are per- 


fectly pliable and somewhat elastic, 
wd may be spun or twisted into any 
form 
whatsoever. . These * minute, 


elongated threads are caught up as they 
are forced through the fine tubes and 
spun into 
ordinary silken 
threads, 


wnich are woven Into a fabric resem- 
bling silk. 
^A. French inventor discovered that 
paper may be cut into narrow strips 
several millimeters wide and that after 
these have been steeped 
in certain 


chemicals which give them tenacity and 
ductility, they may be rolled up and 
twisted into threads, which may be 
worked up into fabrics of various kinds 
and put to a great variety of uses. 
Another French chemist has discovered 
a way to make such fabrics, as well as 
ordinary paper, waterproof, ar.d a Ger- 
man inventor has produced a good 
quality o£ thin paper practically tire- 
proof.

Such discoveries have le;X to the mak- 


ing of hats, raincoats, corsets, vests, 
underwear, collars, ties, socks, shoes 
and even overshoes. 
In the Chicago 


city hospital experiments have been 
made in furnishing the patients with 
garmsnU made of a soft tough papjr.

Afterusa each garment is destroyed 
and thus all danger of infection is 
avoided.

Nation Join In I'lro 


(VfOtt\ Ilia L-'nro 
H. I)j|i-irlrnertl 


Tho report of n conference on toroal 


flro prelection by tlio various atntoa lias 
jmt been lasusjil by tho fodoral depart- 
mont of agrlculturo. 
Thin conference 


was attended by representatives from 
nil tho Mow Kaglaiil statcJ, Now York, 
Now Jorsoy, Pennsylvnnla. Mnrylnml, 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, Ore- 
gon, nnd Washington. 


Tho mooting was called .to discuss Iho 


section of tho Weeks law which author- 
izes co-operation between tho federal 
government and tho states in protect- 
ing from flro forests allunlod on tho 
watersheds of navigable stronrhs. The 
conference considered not only the do- 
tails of carrying out tho law, but Iho 
results, which tho law has accomplished 
nnd tho promise which it gives of fu- 
luro accomplishment 


The various subjects discussed in- 


cluded patrol work, co-operation with 
private owners of timborland, and co- 
operation with other protective agen- 
cies and with railroads. The conference 
is said to have established beyond a 
doubt the great value of fire lODkout 
stations and towers, and the imperative 
need of telephone communication, as 
well as other permanent construction 
work, to include roads and trails. In 
all of thcso activities the value of co- 
operation between the various agencies 
was emphasized, and it was brought 
out that efficiency could be raised and 
expenses lowered when state, nation, 
lumber companies, and private indivi- 
duals work together in accordance with 
a plan evolved by all. 


It was shown that the- disposal of the 


slash left aftnr lumbering means tho 
elimination of a greit source of danger 
from fires. In some cases it was 
shown that it was best to dispose'of 
this material by burning it under super- 
vision when there was jittle danger 
from fire. In other cases it was proved 
to be sufficient to lop the branches,, so 
that all would lie close to tho ground 
and decay quickly. 
• In the discussion actual fire fighting 
it was pointed out that tho secret of 
the suppression and control of firei In 
woods is not essentially different from 
thatin the city, ani lies in having a 
trained and dependible firo fighting or- 
ganization.
